He was pleased also at the state- 
ment that the American naval pro- 
gram was non-conipetitive, ‘he ‘said;

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Feb. 8.—A 
strong unit of United States Marines 
was rushed to Matagalpa this a “ter- 
noon in commandeered automobiles, 
in the same fashion that General 
Gallieni on a larger scale sent out 
his army from Paris to the-Marne-in 
1914, following confirmation of re- 
ports that a British coffee planta- 
tion there had been occupied and 

looted by Sandinistas. 

The sudden movement of the ma- 
rines was almost coincidental with a 
call by the British Chargé d’Affaires, 
Harold Patterson, on United States 
Minister Eberhardt to learn what 
steps were being taken by the Amer- 
ican forces to protect the lives and 
property of British subjects, of whom 
there are several in the region occu- 
pied by General Augustino Sandino’s 
raiding’ columns. 

Mr. Patterson, who is the same of- 
ficial who caused a British battle- 
ship to be sent to Corinto a year 
ago when British property near the 
Pacific Coast was threatened by the 
Liberal révolution, told Mr. Eber- 
hardt that he expected the American 
Government to protect British lives 
and property. He was assured that 
all - possible protection would: “be 
given.

OPPOSITION GROWS 
TO OKESON SYSTEM 


New England Colleges Threaten 
to Form Own Organization for 
Picking Football Officials. 


MANY DISLIKE CZAR PLAN 


Are Skeptical That It Can Meet With 
Success—Questionnaire Will Be 
Sent to Colleges. 


By The Associated Press, 

The proposal to invest Walter R. 
Okeson of Lehigh University with 
ezar-like powers in.the selection’ of 
,foothall officials in the East—sug- 
gested along with the abolishment of 
the old Central Board—yesterday de- 
veloped widespread and unexpected 
opposition. 

While some college officials adop- 
ted a ‘‘watchful waiting”’ policy, 
others, particularly in the New E 
land States, were frankly critical of 
the scheme and expressed resent- 
ment that the Central Board should 
leave thom ‘high and dry,’’ as one 
coach t it. 

The eeitral Board: announced last 
Monday it would disband and - 
gested that the sixty-odd colleges 
had served for more than oral 
years apply in the future to Okeson 
for any aid they might need in se- 
lecting officials. Okeson, at the 
same time, was appointed Commis- 
sioner of Officials of the Eastern 
Association for the Selection of Foot- 
ball Officials, an organization of 
twelve of the ‘leading colleges in the 
East, including, Army, Navy, Prince- 
ton, Pennsylvania, Columbia, Pitts- 
bur; h, Syracuse, Yale, Harvard, 
Dartmouth, Brown and Penn State. 


Many Colleges Are Skeptical. 

A survey by The Associated Press 
among Officials of, representative col- 
leges indicated many were skeotical 
of the success of any plan that would 
give such arbitrary p»-wer to one in- 
dividual. There were indications 
that in New England at least, sev- 
eral colleges would ignore the Cen- 
tral Board’s recommendation and or- 
ganize their own system for select- 
ing officials. 

Voicing the general regret over the 
passing of the Central Board. Clar- 
ence Houston, Professor of Physical 
Education at Tufts College, de- 
clared: 

“T never have had any fault to find 
with the Central Board. If the new 
organization with Okeson at its head 
can serve us. as. efficiently, I shall 
be satisfied. Personally, I can’t see, 
without the details o "his plan of 
organization, how he can handle so 

@ group of men over so wide 
a field and do it well. On the whole, 
we have been rather comfortable 
with the Central Board and are 
rather sorry to see it go.’ 

Expressing a more critical point of 
view, Chick Meehan, head coach at 
New York University, characterized 
the new move as. ‘“high-handed,”’ 
while Dr. Paul.C. Phill of Am- 
herst said, ‘It seem like pretty 
abrupt action. * In. the opinion of 
Cleo O'Donnell, Holy Cross coach, it 
leaves -most of the colleges high 
and dry without any warning.’

THE UNEMPLOYMENT PROBLEM. 


Governor SMITH’Ss official recogni- 
tion of incféased unemployment in 
this State as a serious matter, pos- 
sibly requiring public relief for the 
first time in seven years, will sur- 
prise many. But the conditions to 
which it calls attention have not 
drisen suddenly. Last July the United 
States Labor Bureau reported, as a 
result of a canvass of 10,676 manu- 
facturing plants with 2,949,682 
workingmen, that employment was 
even then the smallest since 1924. 
and further decrease was noted in 
the later Autumn months. ‘The re- 
cent report of the New York State 
Industrial Commission, on which the 
Governor’s statement is based, de- 
clared that unemployment in the 
State was the largest since 1921. 
The Illinois State commission drew 
precisely. thé same comparison; re- 
ports from other States agreed on 
the general trend. 

Some reduction of working forces 
was an inevitable result of the sea- 
er production in various 

. When the output of steel 

and coal, according to official re- 
ports, decreased in some months of 
last Autumn 20 per cent. from 1926 
‘and 1925, automobile production 
about the same, and textile spinning 
activities 8 or 9 per cent., a certain 
displacement of labor was bound 
to follow. It must also be kept in 
mind that, even in the period of 
active trade during 1926, large 
manufacturing plants had been ap- 
plying the principle of more efficient 
individual production by a smaller

CHASING THE CHASERS. 


In @ unanimous opinion written by 
Presiding Justice DOWLING, the Ap- 
pellate Division of the ‘Supreme 
Court of the First Department has 
ordered the investigation of ambu- 
lance-chasiig. lawyers and their 
practices; asked by committees of 
three law associations of New York 
and Bronx Counties. In a memo- 
randum accompanying the petition, 
Mr. HuGHES, who presented it, 
pointed out that a section of the 
Judiciary law gives the Supreme 
Court power and control over attor- 
neys, aside from the inherent power 
of a Court from which that of inves- 
tigation flows,,independent of stat- 
ute, to grant the relief prayed for. 
His positions are sustained. The in- 
vestigation will be conducted by a 
Justice of the Supreme Court, in 
special term, with full power to com- 
pel-attendance of witnesses and the 
production of books and papers. 

The inquiry is to cover the whole 
business, practices of counsel for 
defendant or plaintiff and all their 
agents and activities of whatever 
kind; ‘all unlawful. agreements to 
split fees, pay money for any pur- 
pose in connection with claims; in 
short, all unprofessional, obstructive 
or corrupt practices of the ambu- 
lance-chasers and their squads of 
runners, henchmen and go-betweens. 
For the information of the Court and 
the exercise of its power of disci- 
pline, for improvement in the admin- 
istration of justice, for the reputa- 
tion of the bar, which must suffer in 
general esteem from the suspicion, 
just or not, of a few of its members, 
and for the satisfaction of the pub- 
lic, the inquiry to be instituted, after 
long complaint, will be salutary. 

The proceeding, new here, was 
successfully tried in Milwaukee last 
year. ‘There an inquisition initiated 
by the Lawyers’ Club was entrusted 
by the Circuit Court to three of its 
members sitting en banc, A pretty 
state of things was disclosed. One 
ambulance-chaser, not a lawyer, had 
boasted that he had six hundred 
cases pending. After the investiga- 
tion, the Court purged its records of 
all cases tainted with malpractice of 
any kind or made the plaintiffs do 
the purging by canceling corrupt 
contracts and hiring new counsel. 
The ambulance retinue is said to 
have practically gone out of business 
in Milwaukee. Since these personal 
injury cases are the main crowders 
of the calendar, there is additional, 
ample reason for the judicial inquiry.

A THREE-AMERICAS AIR 
TREATY. 

The.true reason for drafting a 
Pan-American air treaty at Havana 
was that the time had come for such 
an agreement if commercial aviation 
was to be advanced in the Three 
Americas. They will have an air 
convention of their own which they 
may share with other nations. It 
will probably differ. little in essen- 
‘tials from the International Air 
Navigation Convention of the Euro- 
pean nations adopted at Paris in 1919. 
While the United States was repre- 
sented, articles’ of that agreement 
‘were coupled with provisions of the 
Treaty of Peace and the League of 
Nations to which the United States 
Had not subscribed. In principle

The 
conference ‘was not left in doubt 
that the United States and Panama, 
the latter also having a special in- 
terest in the protection afforded by 
the. Canal Zone defenses, would 
ratify a treaty. drawn under the 
Fletcher amendment. As a matter 
of fact, all. of Central and South 
America should be concerned about 
the integrity of the Canal Zone, for 
political as. well as for commercial 
reasons. The point was made by 
more than one of the South Ameri- 
can States, 

Colombia had opposed the amend- 
ment in its tentative form, because 
she desired to make a compact with 
Panama for air mail carriage, but 
was placated by the completed 
amendment. Arrangements can be 
made for landing on Panama soil the 
planes of an existing Colombian com- 
pany, in which Germans and <Aus- 
trians. are financially interested: 
Cooperation with an American com- 
pany operating from the north has 
been considered. Canada may elect 
to become a party to the Pan-Amer- 
ican air treaty. Indeed, no nation is 
barred. “We are doing well,” said 
Mr. FLETCHER, “ to make far-sighted 
“proposals for the good of all 
“ nations,” ;

TO REPAY KINDNESS. 


Clover, the retired racehorse, was 
half a century old, and the Rev. 
URIAH Myers of Catawissa, Pa., had 
been stabling him for many years 
when, in 1922, he found that he could 
no longer afford to indulge in that 
luxury, The Jockey Club and friends 
of horses all over the country re- 
sponded to Mr. MYERs’s appeal and 
a monthly pension of $25 was pro- 
vided. Clover, his age verified by 
experts, died at 53 in comfort and 
with longer memories than any 
other horse of record: the day be- 
fore his death his sleek coat and 
his delicate hocks and withers sig- 
nified the thoroughbred he was. 

Since that. time Mr. Myers, who 
is 90, has been supporting himself 
and his wife on a monthly pension 
no larger than: that which ‘the 
Jockey Club provided for Clover. 
Now the miracle of his husbandry 
can no longer be conjured from $25 
@ month, and the Lutheran Board 
of Ministerial Pensions and Relief, 
at 39 Hast Thirty-fifth Street, in 
this city, has appealed for funds to 
enable the senescent. pair to live 
to the end in comfort at least as 
great as that which surrounded the 
venerable animal of their bene- 
factions, 

The appeal comes timidly . but 
powerfully into a hurrying world. 
filled with the rush of millions to- 
ward material goals and. often 
deafened to the laments of the 
needy. But there is a melting qual- 
ity in the situation of Mr. and Mrs. 
Myers which will evoke the interest 
and sympathy of people of all classes 
and conditions. They did it unto 
the least of these, and it will be done 
unto them. It seems certain that 
funds will be generously provided 
by the large public which, despite 
life’s disillusions, still knows that 
kind hearts are more than coronets. 
The inimitable touch is here of that 
nature which makes the whole 
world kin, and those who were such 
stanch friends to the friend of man 
will probably discover a wide com- 
munity of. friends to. justify devo- 
tion to the ideal of kindness to the 
helpless and the old.

offered by the best boys’ clubs. 

Fathers and mothers whose chil- 
dren are tenderly cared for until 
they start to kindergarten or school 
can hardly realize that their boys 
as well as those from unhappy 
homes need the socializing effect. of 
play with others of their own age. 
Dr. JAMES 8S. PLant, director’ of 
the Essex County Juvenile Clinic; 
contributes a significant statement 
to the Newark report: 

The family only exists as the best 
means we know of today for pre- 
paring the child to be a social per- 
son, I am almost. prepared to say 
that the majority of our problems 
arise out of the fact that when 
the child is 5 or 6 or 7, when 
the child is being sent to school, 
when the child should make a 
healthy. and happy. social adjust- 
ment, he is being held too strictly 
within the family compounds. 

This applies to the over-protected 
boy, obviously. But Dr. PLANT in- 
sists that all little boys of 8 need 
a. playtime with their fellows and 
away from their families. Even that 
rare article, perfect home atmos- 
phere, does not meet all the social 
requirements. The boys themselves 
are vaguely aware of their needs. 
One group, hearing that the Rotary 
Club. was doing something with 
boys, wrote to ask for “an adviser 
and a meeting place,” Proudly they 
boasted that their treasury held 
$5.10, and, with unconscious pathos, 
they concluded, “We are waiting 
always, I remain.” 


THE PATHS OF GLORY. 


The burial of Earl Hac, with all 
the severe simplicity of his Scotch 
inheritance, furnishes a dramatic 
illustration of GRAy’s elegiac line. 
The paths of glory that led from the 
battlefields of France and Flanders, 
converging at the door of Westmin- 
ster where an empire paid him the 
homage of its grief, passed thence 
to St. Giles, in Edinburgh, and then 
out. into the vailey of the Tweed 
through the hilly lanes of Berwick- 
shire, where a simple farm cart 
drawn by one horse carried him to 
his grave. Declining a place in St. 
Paul’s, where he might have been 
“ proudly laid.’ under the same roof 
with all that was mortal of the Duke 
of WELLINGTON, he asked to be borne 
back to the rugged little land that 
gave him birth. No roofed cathe- 
dral of lofty nave could give him 
more distinguished shelter than this 
ruined abbey near the home of his 
ancestors. Though its nave is a 
“ grassy, roofless stretch’? with only 
fragments of its piers and walls re- 
maining, now covered with the ivy 
of centuries, it is a fitting place for 
a soldier to lie in his last bivouac— 
out under the skies which he came 
to know as only soldiers and sailors 
do. And though he had a cart for 
hearse, he has for a tomb the uni- 
verse, with the winds of the north 
to skirl their pipes for him through 
the centuries. Moreover, he carries 
back to the grave in Scotland all 
the glory that came to him and gives 
fresh ‘warrant’ for the lines in 
“Henry V,” which need only one 
word to make them altogether ap- 
propriate: 

If that you will [with] France win 
Then with Scotland first begin. 

The moving but restrained ac- 
count in THE TIMES of the West- 
minster Abbey service admitted 
thousands of Americans to that im- 
pressive ceremony. But an even 
more moving pageant was the pro- 
cession of farmers, shepherds, bor- 
der chieftains and other neighbors 
which followed th¢"farm cart to the 
grave. in a tees oe Abbey, whose 
wide enclosut were doubtless 
never before; nged since the 
day when Si#-Wauter Scott, who 
wished to die within sound of the 
Tweed, was buried there.

consisted of Franco Alfano’s ‘‘Ma- 
donna, Imperia;” performed for the 
first time. in. America, and Rimsky- 
Korsakoff’s {'Cog.)d’Qr,’’ which re- 
turned, to. the repertory. mounted in 
the style first established by the Rus- 
Sian Ballet; with singers to sing the 
music.and dancers.to pantomime the 
plot, ..and. was:accorded. a warm wel- 
come by .the. audience. A. similar 
welcome was.not accorded the new 
opera after Balzac. 

It has been made known, and the 
Stage spectacie last. night admitted 
the possibility of it, that Rossato 
based his libretto on one of the de- 
lectable episodes of Balzac’s ‘‘Contes 
drollatiques.’’ The original story of 
ths Fair Imperia is not the least joy- 
ous and admirable manifestation of 
the French author’s genius contained 
in. that monuméntal volume. This 
genius is displayed equally in the 
adroitness and wit of character 
drawing and in wonderful pictures 
of certain sections of society of the 
fifteenth century. 

Rossato Italianizes this story and 
sentimentalizes: it.. There are some 
amusing passages which could 
have been made more. amusing 
with livelier. action .on the stage, but 
the richness and incomparable Gallic 
esprit of the original is gone. That 
is the fate of the story in the hands 
of a not unskillful but decidedly con- 
ventional librettist,. If anything had 
been left of the old waggish tale, it 
would have been done to death by 
the composer. 

If enyening, finally, were left after 
librettist and composer had finished, 
it would have been evaporated by the 
Metropolitan production. We do not 
speak, now of. meritorious singing 
and conducting, and an excellent 
stage setting, but of the unutterable 
duliness, smugness, conventionality 
of the dramatic presentation. .We in 
America, land of various conven- 
tionalities and hypocrisies, speak, or 
used to speak, with bated breath of 
certain books, plays, &c., deemed 
dangerous or improper or both. The 
“Contes drollatiques” have been in 
this category. ut no one of the 
Victorian era could have been dis- 
turbed or excited by the spectacle of 
yesterday. evening. What had _be- 
come of the sumptuous Imperia, first 
beheld by. the little priest, Philippe 
de Mala, as attended by her waiting- 
women? There. was thrown on. the 
screen a shadow of Susan “‘prink-

OTTAWA, Ontario, Feb. 8.—Sum- 
ming up the relations between Can- 
ada andthe” United’ States’ as a 
“rivalry without bitterness which 
does not. lead to conflict,’’ Frank B.
